Ruler in 7/raelto judge the People, but Deborah, Judges 
#4. 4 Of whom the Scripture doth not ſay, ſhe did any . 
thing amiſs, The like of which is not in Scripture, to 
be found of any King. ® But in this place God ſpeaks of 
thoſe women that ſet up themſelves in Authority : Snch 
as Jerabel, who ſitirred up Abab to work wickedneſs, 1 Kings 
20, 25. And ſhe ſaid to Ahab, 7 willgive thee the Vine: 
yard of Nabuth the Iexrechite, vers. 7. And by her wicked 
contrivances, ſhe did accompliſh ir. And alſo Athiab 
the Daughter of Ahab, 2 Chron. 21. 6. drew King Je- 
hora'n to walk in the ways of Ah 16, And likewiſe her Son 
Abhayuah watked in the ways of Abb; for his Mother was 
his Counſeller to do wickedly. Chap. 22, 3. And after 
her Son was Slain by Jebu, She then aroſe, and deſtroys: 
ed the Seed Royal of the houſe of F:d2h. verſe. 10. And 
ſer vp herſelf ro reign by Uſurparion and Murder. And 
when ſuch Idolatrous women rale,there can be no good 
Goverment expected, 

And it was Idolatrons women that drew King Solo: 
mon to Worſhip falſe Gods 1 Rings 11. 4. For he ſhould 
not have taken of the Heathen women to wife, untill 
they had been hrought to the worſhip of the true God yg 
but be let hbts heart 0 cut to Idolatrous women, and took to 
him ſeven bundred Wives,princeſſes, an1 three hnndred Con- 
cubins, Now in that he ſaid, One Man among a Thou- 
ſend have I found,but a Woman among all thoſe have I not 
found. Eccle 5 28. And no wonder, that among rhoſe 
Thouſand he found not cne good one. And that he 
ſpake of them Womea by whom he was intangled, is 
farther Evident from his words in the 26. verſe, For 
he faith, I find more Litter than Death, the FYoman whoſe 
Fleart is Snares and Nets, and ber hands 25 bands, &c. The 
which he bad found by wofull experience, And we of- 
ten read and find the good tobe drawn away by the bady 
but rarely that the bad are drawn by the good. Now 
without doubt King Solomon kept company with the beſt 
of Men, tho' not with the beſt of Women ; and there- 

fore no wonder to find a good Man amongſt a Thufand.

Who 
whenhis Enemes are made his Foo:ſtool,he will take to bim- 
ſelf hisown great Power, and Reign, Rev. 11, 15, 17. 
And Ruth, for the Love She had to her Mother-in 
Law, and Iſraelis God : She forſook her Country, her 
Kindred,and her Fathers Houſe: And reſolved tocleave 
with herMother to the trueGod. For which'ſhe was taken 
towife into that Line of which the 14+fiab came Ruth 
et. x6. Chap. 4. 13. ; 
And after the Reign of many wicked Kings in Judah, 
who had ſer up falſe Gods,and worſh ped them;zand the 
Law of the Lord was calt alide by them, But when 
Hilkiab the Prieſt found the book of the Law of thg 
Lord, he ſent it to the Good King Joſiab ; who when 
he heard the Words of the Law, and the threatned 
Puniihments which God had pronounced againſt thoſe 
Sins which his Predeceſſors had committed in - that 
Place, He rent his cloaths, And at the time of this 
good King, and good high Prieſt ; u[dab the wife of 
Shallum, was Propheteſs,and the good and humble King 
did not diſdain to enquire of the Word of the Lard 
by Her , and the humility of #he good High Prieſt was 
ſuch, that he went unto her, 2 Chror.

IfraeF's being brought into the Land of Canaan; their

'They were 
moved to Jealouſy, becauſe the Heathen were brought 
in to be the Vine of the Earth at the Meſiubs firſt 
coming, andthey were provoked to Anger by a fooliſh 
Nation ; tor the Romans took their Country, and de- 
ſtroyed their Cities and Temple. And the Romans 
were term'd a fooliſh Nation becauſe, when they had 
embraced the Faith, they ſoon let go the Truth. 


Now Moſes prophelied of this time,and of the day of 


Judgment ; but Hanmmab was ſhe that firſt propheſied 


what ſhould be done in the Kingdom or World that is- 


t9 come; That God will raiſe the 7oor out of the 
Du#, and lift up the Begger from the Dunghifl; to ſet 
them among Frinces, and to make them inbcrit the 
Throne of brs Glory, 1 Sam. 2. 8. according as in Fſal. 
113. 4,5, 6,7 S. And though the Lcrd be high, yet 
hath he reſpe& unto the Lowly, bnt the Proud be knoweth 
affw off, Pſal.-138,'G. And before deſtruFion, - the 
Heart of Man is Haughty, and before Honour, ts Humi- 
liiy, Pro. 18. 12. 

And in this time it was, the Women 1:idwives that 
ſaved all the Male Children of the Hebrews alive, when 
Pharaob, thr-wgh Self-intereft, Pride, and Cruelty 
ordered” them to be deſtroyed, For which the Lord 
rewarded the Midwives, Exod. 2. 15, 16, 17, 18, tg, 
29, 21, 22. And it was Pharachs Daughrer, who 
brought upMoſes as her Son, And he was the Type of the 
rrue Mefeab. And for Pharaohs Wickedneſs and Cruvel- 
ty, God hardened him in Unbelief of his Power, ſo 3 
he fullowed' Iſrael into the Red Sea,in which he and his 
Hoſt were overtarown, Exed. 14. 28. 

And when Cbri/# came into the World to ſuffer, he 
did not only come of a Woman, but the knowledg of 
his coming, firſt came amongſt the Women, For the

And it-was the men that pretended 'to be knowing 
in. the Scriptur2s,that withſtood the: Apoſtles Doariae 
and ſtir'd up the devout and Honourable Women, and 
the chief Men of the City, 4s 13. 50. againſt St. Paw 
for declaring the Truth. And ot the Greeks it is ſaid, 
That the Honnourable Women-Believed, AQts.17. 1 2.where- 
by it is ſignifiyed that there was not many honovrable 
Men that did tlicre believe,becauſc there is no mention

And whereas St. Paul faith, 1 'Tim. 2. 12. ] ſuffer not 
a Woma? to teach. Thereby ſhewing he ſpake this from 
himſelf . And if it is to be taken as hereexpreſt, rhe 
which I cannot fo underſtand him, becauſe then he con- 


- .tradiAts himſelf - and alfo it not being agreeable to the 


reſt of the Scriptures, therefore of no force. And he
